Dufing
an eclipse of the sun, in 1868, a French astronomer named
janssen discoversd a strange yellow line at the edge of the
sun’s disk. - A'year'later, it was definitely determined that the
bnghl yellow line representéd a new element. Sir Norman

Laockyer named it helium, from the Greek word;helios, mean-
ing sun.

Helitm remained as just another element; until :27 years
later, when'it was found to be right under our noses .. . in
the atmosphere.  Three other new. elements in'the am\osphere
were discovered along with it; xenon, neon and krypton.

Helium, unlike hydrogen,will neither_ burn nor explode
in fact, it will'put out fire.
